Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1963,  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1/64. 


Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  1,381  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  the  highest 
figure  since  1953,  when  1,641  cases  were  recorded. 

The  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  accounted  for  1,223  of  the  cases,  and  of 
these,  733  were  notified  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  continues  to  fall,  and  the  total 
of  ten  (eight  respiratory  and  two  non-respiratory)  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  one  year. 

For  the  eighteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified. 


Vital  Statistics 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  were  128,  and  followed  the  rising  trend 
throughout  the  county.  Of  this  number,  30  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus,  the  highest  recorded. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  also  increases  steadily,  as  is  shown 
graphically  on  page  10. 

It  has  become  popular  to  attribute  to  atmospheric  pollution  from  various 
sources,  the  cause  of  the  two  killing  diseases,  lung  cancer  and  chronic  bronchitis. 

In  a  Rural  area  this  surely  plays  only  a  minor  part,  the  main  role  being 
held  by  cigarette  smoking,  against  which  the  evidence  is  overwhelming. 

The  remedy  is  in  the  hands  of  the  individual. 


Food  and  Drugs 

Catering  Establishment 

A  large  cafe  and  public  house  is  situated  on  a  main  road  in  the  district 
and  during  the  summer  months  it  is  a  regular  stop  for  coaches  travelling  between 
London  and  the  coastal  resorts  ;  at  peak  periods  the  number  of  coaches  in  the 
car  park  may  be  in  excess  of  thirty.  A  number  of  complaints  were  received, 
principally  from  women’s  and  old  age  pensioners’  organisations  who  had  visited 
the  premises  and  found  that  during  times  of  heavy  use  the  flushing  apparatus 
to  the  water  closets  was  not  recharging  sufficiently  quickly.  Overhaul  of  the 
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existing  apparatus  by  the  owner  did  result  in  a  small  improvement,  but,  even  so, 
further  complaints  of  a  similar  nature  were  received. 

The  proprietor  then  decided  to  install  an  improved  type  of  apparatus 
which  would  permit  discharge  at  frequent  intervals.  This  work  was  carried 
out  during  the  winter  and  it  has  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

Mobile  Fish  and  Chip  Frying  Vans 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  numerous  complaints  were  received  that  two 
mobile  fish  and  chip  frying  vans,  belonging  to  the  same  owner,  were  giving 
offence  by  smells  from  the  fry  mg  operations  and  also  that  the  empty  containers 
were  being  thrown  away  on  the  highway  and  in  gardens,  particularly  late  at 
night. 

The  vans  were  observed  whilst  in  operation  both  during  the  day  and  in 
the  evening  on  several  occasions  and  the  complaints  regarding  the  smells  were 
found  to  be  justified.  Following  negotiations,  the  owner  agreed  to  extend  the 
flue  from  the  frying  ranges  and  to  change  the  sites  from  which  the  vans  operated. 
In  addition  he  provided  litter  baskets  on  the  vehicles  and  also  gave  instructions 
that  his  staff  should  collect  any  containers  which  had  been  discarded  in  the 
street  when  they  left  the  site  at  the  end  of  each  session. 

Following  the  implementation  of  these  improvements,  no  further  complaints 
were  received. 

General 

The  food  premises  in  this  district  continue  in  general  to  be  conducted 
satisfactorily  as  a  large  proportion  of  them  are  small  family  businesses  and 
therefore  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  proprietor. 

It  is  noticeable  in  localities  where  the  large  modern  supermarket  operates 
that  the  small  businesses  have  to  carry  out  improvements  to  their  premises  to 
keep  them  up-to-date  and  attractive  to  customers. 

Milk 

During  the  year,  forty-nine  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  for  biological 
examination  and  five  were  found  to  be  affected  with  brucella  abortus,  although 
all  were  negative  to  tubercle  bacilli.  Four  of  the  producers  concerned  were  in 
the  Council's  area  and  they  were  required  to  divert  their  supplies  for  heat 
treatment  before  being  used  for  human  consumption.  Samples  were  taken 
individually  from  one  hundred  and  twenty  cows  and  the  bacteriologist's  report 
indicated  seven  cows  to  be  excretors  of  brucella  abortus,  and  they  were  removed 
from  the  milking  herds. 

In  the  case  of  the  producer  whose  farm  was  outside  the  Council’s  area,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Local  Authority  concerned  who  subsequently 
confirmed  that  this  supply  was  being  subjected  to  heat  treatment. 


Licensing  Act  1961 — Club  Registration  Certificates 

Certain  applications  for  the  issue  of  Club  Registration  Certificates  were 
submitted  to  the  Council  by  the  Magistrates  for  any  observations.  The  premises 
concerned  were  inspected  and  it  was  found  that  as  far  as  this  Department  was 
concerned,  no  objections  were  necessary,  but  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  ask 
for  improvements  to  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  to  be 
carried  out  in  some  cases.

Applications  for  Housing 

The  total  number  of  applications  on  the  waiting  list  for  housing  increased 
from  910  in  January  to  1,038  in  December,  1963. 

New  accommodation 

A  block  of  flats  for  single  and  elderly  people  was  completed  at  Mayfield. 
This  block  consists  of  14  bed-sitting  rooms  with  kitchenettes  for  single 
people,  three  one-bedroomed  flats  for  couples  and  a  flat  for  a  Resident  Warden. 
A  communal  sitting-room,  a  laundry  room  and  a  guest  room  are  provided  and 
the  block  has  full  central  heating. 

The  Warden  is  responsible  for  administering  the  block  and  looking  after 
the  communal  parts  of  the  building,  but  the  tenants  are  otherwise  completely 
independent. 

Vacancies 

The  total  number  of  vacancies  in  existing  Council  accommodation  during 
the  year  was  61,  eight  of  which  were  obtained  by  moving  tenants  from  existing 
properties  to  smaller  accommodation  at  the  block  of  flats  at  Mayfield.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone 
number  Brighton  63506),  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  Laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 

Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  Southdown  Bus  Depot,  Pool  Valley, 
Brighton,  by  5.15  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  by  12.30  p.m.  on 
Saturdays,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  6  p.m.  from  Mondays  to 
Fridays  and  by  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where  necessary 
to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in 
or  outside  their  area. 

In  East  Sussex  this  is  being  done  mainly  by  arrangement  with  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  The  stations  and 
ambulances  are  now  linked  by  radio  control,  which  ensures  a  quicker  and  more 
efficient  service  in  accident  or  emergency  cases. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.
